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Type  of  Work 


(A)  Medical  Department — Free  Clinic. 

This  department  seeks  to  promote  t he  health  of 
the  poor.  All  sorts  of  free  clinical  treatments  are 
given  and  dispensary  work  done  under  the  efficient 
supervision  of  Prof.  Dr.  S.  Nakagawa. 


(13)  Social  Department  — Education,  Employment  Bu- 
reau, etc. 

This  department  seeks  to  meet  the  general  needs 
of  the  poor,  educational  or  social.  In  other  words, 
it  affords  through  its  night  schools  opportunities 
for  study,  and  through  its  employment  bureau  en- 
ables those  who  are  unemployed  to  find  work;  and 
through  its  legal  department  it  is  able  to  give  val- 
uable advice  in  point  of  law  and  enable  those  who 
are  unregistered  to  secure  registration.  In  this 
work  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  efficient  guid- 
ance and  help  of  Dr.  N.  Hiratsuka  and  Mr.  F. 
Murata. 


(C)  Religious  Department  ( non-sectarian  ). 

In  this  work,  as  the  name  implies,  we  seek  to  meet 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people,  and  through  the 
religious  meetings  conducted  by  Rev.  S.  Thomatz 
to  bring  these  people  into  the  glorious  light  and 
liberty  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  find  in  Him 
their  Saviour,  Lord  and  ever-present  Friend — a 
friend  that  sticketh  closer  than  a brother,  able  to 
help  them  in  all  the  vicissitudes  of  life.

15,216  patients  have  been  cured  in  the  free  clinic  since 
we  started. 

8,120  unemployed  people  have  been  enabled  to  get  jobs. 

83  unregistered  people  have  been  registered  legally. 

112  men  and  women  have  been  converted  and  have  be- 
come Christians. 

260  children  are  enrolled  on  the  list  of  Sunday  School 
scholars.

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A Statement  of  Needs 


Linking  jute  for  making  rope 

Anyone  who  visits  Sapporo,  the  capital  of  Hakkaido, 
Japan,  will  no  doubt  be  moved  by  a feeling  of  sympathy 
by  a mere  g'anee  at  the  miserable  living  conditions  of  our 
poor  countrymen  in  its  slums.  As  Mr.  Kagawa,  of  whom 
you  no  doubt  have  heard,  has  said,  it  presents  a far  worse 
condition  than  the  Kobe  slums,  as  the  thousands  of  people 
are  living  on  mats  without  any  floor  underneath.  It  is.  in 
fact,  a terrible  and  tragic  existence,  because  of  the  fact  that 
they  have  to  live  for  six  months  under  the  heavy  snow  doing 
notliing  and  are  in  constant  danger  of  daily  starvation. 

Our  institution  is  located  in  the  center  of  this  slum  where 
we  can  meet  the  needs  of  the  lives  of  these  poor  folks,  both 
physically  and  spiritually.  It  started  with  a little  plant, 
supported  by  a few  members  from  the  different  Christian 
denominations  in  the  City  of  Sapporo,  especially  the  girls 
of  the  Northern  Star  Presbyterian  Mission  School,  and 
seme  of  the  students  of  the  Hokkaido  Imperial  University. 
From  this  beginning  we  have  now  established  a free  hospi- 
tal and  a home  under  the  auspices  and  aid  of  the  Hokkaido 
Government.  Our  efforts  are  entirely  confined  to  Practical 
Social  Christian  Service  among  the  unfortunate. 


According  to  the  last  survey,  a SETTLEMENT  HOUSE 
capable  of  accomodating  200  families,  with  a market  under- 
neath, is  urgently  needed  in  order  that  we  may  render  a 
ministry  to  other  thousands  who  need  food  and  shelter  as 
well  as  clothing  and  work.  By  building  a needed  warehouse 
and  thus  releasing  space  for  work  rooms,  several  thousand 
more  needy  people  yearly  could  find  temporary  work  and  a 
much  larger  number  of  the  handicapped  and  inefficient  could 
be  taught  how  to  get  their  Iivliliood. 

A kindergarten  should  be  built  to  care  for  1000  children 
yearly,  and  do  more  efficient  work  by  ample  accommodations 
for  a Nursery.  Such  enlargement  of  plant  and  work  de- 
mands $100,000  for  carrying  out.  Our  past  experience 
convinces  us  that  it  will  be  hard  at  the  present  time  to  raise 
the  funds  for  this  purpose  in  Japan  owing  to  the  general 
depression  of  business  in  our  country.  But,  while  realizing 
this  fact,  from  the  viewpoint  of  HUMANITY,  we  cannot 
keep  still  and  do  nothing  for  our  friends  in  need.  So  we 
are  going  forward  with  our  task,  trusting  God  will  move 
the  people  to  help  what  is  needed.
